We have eet ap our insti- 
tutions, esteblished our ideals, and 
our social standards. We be- 
that they are consistent with 
right and truth and justice. We live 
under « system that guaractees the 
sanctity of life and liberty through 
public order and protects the rights 
of private property under the prin- 
ciple of due process of iaw. We 
have thrown every possible 
around the Individual in order to 
protect him from any invasion of 
his rights even by the government 
itself. It ts peculiarly an American 
doctrine, now usually accerted in 
principle {tf not adopted in prac-
